New YorK, August 7.—When the cityhalf gates 
were sbut at one o’cock this morning, the under- 
jsker observed that dusthad settled upon the 
Jower plate of the giass,andhe removed the top 
plate that the other might be cleaned. Surprise 
gasexpressed thatsuch an accumulation of dust 
should have been possible through the closejjoints, 
By tbe clesing of the surface plate the glass was 
cleaned and polished anew. thetop plate was 
replaced end the lids of the casket were 
fastened down. The royal purple velvet 
shat covers the casket had become dusty with the 
yising particles from thesbufiling of the thous- 
gnds who passed it through the day. Many hands 
durirg the Gay had left their merks upon the 
mountings o' the\casket, These stains were care- 
fully removed 

As ecar'y as 4 o'clock Inepecter Steers had a line 

foficers placed along the route of procession 
from the city hall gates to the fonntain circle. At 
that hour some thousands of people were held 
pack by the one hundred and fifty men then on 
duty. Between 4 and 5 o’clock the crowd had 
become a throng, and its line reached 
from the fountain along Park Row 
to Center street, turning the cornerfof {Chambers 
street. Every train on the big bridge brought 
recruits who hurried across Chatham and Center 
streetsto the point where the loose crowd was 
being meltedinto a solid procession. Brooklyn 
inan errly hour seemed determined to jostle 
New Yorkersand take the largest space in the 
lines. Even at the hour of fiye o'clock there was 
noticeably a different complexion iu the crowd 
from that which. characterized it the same hour 
yesterdey. An army of young shop girls and 
women were present, as at every hour yesterday, 
though in greater number, and there were 
thousands, more of the middle classes, of 
people who did not give complexion to the pro- 
cession until afterseven o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. At the same relative hours today there were 
thousands morein the stream, and the fact was 
fue tothe belief and experience that the early 
ones had yesterday the least time to wait. So it 
was that the early down town cars, between five 
and six o'clock, brought hundreds of ladies and 
gentlemen who had thought to be in advance of 
the great crowds. Those, however, who came 
down on the Broadway cars as late as six o'clock 
this morripg, checked the car and alighted above 

ead atrect. The throng in line had at that early 
hour even. backed through Chambers street 
gnd up Broadway at the pointstated. There new 
romers were vetting inlineand the policemen 
yere protecting those already in the enjoyment 
of the privilege they had already obtained. 

St. Paul's was tolling at six o'clock, and the 
jron gates were thrown back. The first to pass 
through wereas yesterday, women. Each was 
midd'e aged, and each could not appreciate but 
that;the day and the remains were at their 
Gisposal. Several hands and voices reminded 
ihem ctherwise with not a litilesuddeness. The 
solid stream had again commenced flowing 
ecross the plaza to the entrance, Two 
jines of officers walked up the channel 
from the steps to the fountain, as was the case 
yestercay, and through it in threes and fours the 
human stream was flowing just as though 100,000 
had not shuflled over the same stones yesterday. 

Alicr fifreen minutes all in the lines were on a 
move. Within the first half hour five persons 
bumped their toes against the broad dais, upon 
which the remains rested, The crowd was hast- 
ened so repidly, and the eagerness of each visitor 
to ret a good view of the remains Was so great, 
that many, while peering into the casket, 
stumbled against the platform beneath. 

TWO OFFICERS FAINT. 

Captain Mills, of the Seventh regiment, was 
posted at the right of the casket at the head of the 
tatafalgue. The crowd passed directly in front of 
ard almost brushing him. The constant and 
rapid passing of the peop'e, and the air close with 
the breath of thousands of people, made the cap- 
tain sick. He was relieved and had scarcely left 
his post when he fainted. Inthe fresher air he 
poon recovered and again went on duty, 
Lieutenant Smith, of the Seventh regiment 
was made sick from a similar cause, 
and fainted in the chamber of the board of alder- 
men, whither he was removed. Healso recovered 
in the quieter locality and purer atmosphere, 

Floral remembrances from General Grant’s old 
home, Galena, Illinois, was placed near the re- 
mains today. 

Inspector Steer states that he has orders to close 
the gates at 1 o’clock tonight, and he states that 
the remains will then be turned over to the un- 
certakers,and the public will not again be per- 
Mmittcd to see them. — 

At noon the line bad extended up Broadway 
above Leonard street, and atl o'clock it reached 
nearly to Canal street.

aiternoon. Secretaries Endicott and Lamar, At- 
torney General Garland-and Postmaster General 
Vilus are expected toreturn Sunday, Secretary 
Bayard will probably be absent until Tuesday. 
Secretary Whitney will be away for about two 
weeks, during which time he will take a portion 
of his vacation. Secretary Manning will also take 
his vacation before retarning. 

ARMY AND NAVY OFFICERS LEAVE FOR NEW YORK. 

Secretary Whitney has designated the following 
officers to attend the obsequies of General Grant 
at New York: Commodores Ticard and Schley, 
Chief Constructor Wilson, Chiei Engineer Loring, 
Surveyor Van Reypen, Commander McCalla;

There will bea special public 
memorial service in which the clergy of most of 
the churches, without regard to creed, will take 
part, Never before has the death of a creat states- 
man or soldicr made so deep an impression upon 
this people, whose grief is as sincere as it is 
gcneral. 

PHILADELPHIA SUSPENDS BUSINESS 

PHILADELPHIA, August 7.—General Grant's fu- 
neral tomorow will be marked in thiscity bya 
general suspersion of business. Thousands will 
depart for New York tonigbt and tomorrow morn- 
ing to witness the funcral pageant. The Peansyl- 
vabia railroad company alone has provided con- 
veniences for transportation af fully 59,000 per- 
sons and the Reading railroad also expects to 
take overa great number. All courts and pyblic 
depattements a1 da caclanges Wiil De Clused, here 
wil be practically no business done by the whole- 
saie houses, while the larger retail firms have an- 
nounced suspension forthe whole or part of the 
day. The bells upou Independence hall and all 
public buildings will be toiled between the hours 
of 10 and 12 o’clock in the morning. 

The Pennsylvania commardery, military order 
of loyal legion, commandery in chief of the United 
States, will leave here for New York tomorrow 
morning to attend the funeral of General Grant, 
late commander of the New York. commandery. 
Captain Peter D. Keyser, vice commander, will be 
in command in the absence of General W.S. Han- 
cock, commander. 

This com mandery being the senior commandery 
and commander in chief will have the right of line 
of order following the president and ex- presidents 
of the United States. 


Texan Ex-Confederates Pass Resoiations of 
Sympathy. 

GALVESTON, August 7.—A specialto News from 
Greenville, Texas, says that ata reunion of ex con- 
federate soldiers here yesterday it was estimated 
at least 20,000 veterans and others were on the 
grounds. Gereral Ross, of the Ross brigade, was 
the orator of the dey. He alluded to the fact that 
thousands of crippled old confederates were beg- 
ving their living from dor to door while 12),000 
federal soldiers were drawing pensions. At the 
close of General Ross’ address the following was 
uranimously adopted: 

Maxey’s brigade, Granbury’s brigade, Eleventh 
cavalry of Texas and unatiached confederate and 
union soldiers, numbering about ten thousand 
menin thistheir annual union, held at Green. 
vil'e, Texas, express our deep and heartfelt regret 
at the Fad news of the death

statesman, U. S. Grant, whose remains now lie in 
state, in New York. 

Resolved, that we tender to the heart-broken 
widow and family of the deceased our warmest 
sympathy in this sad hour of their bereavement 

Reso!ved,Thet these resolutions be telegraphed 
to the family of General Grant. 

These resolutions were drafted by the commit- 
tee, copsistirg of Genera)s Sullivan, Ross, Captain 
J. M. Cook, Lieutenant S. B. Barrow, Colone! E. P. 
Hiawkins, and other ex-confederates. Many 
addresses were meade eulogistic ef General Grant’s 
distiDguished services to his countsy. 

The Ex Confederates of Chicago. 

CuicaGco, August 7.—Confederate soldiers tothe 
number of nearly fifty assembled today at the call 
of Wm. Milliken, of Buford’s staff, and formed a 
temporary organization for the purpose of par- 
ticipating in the Grant memorial exercises here 
tomorrow. Resolutions highly eulogistic of the 
dead soldier were passed. General Fitz Simons, 
marshal of the day, hasassigued them & promi- 
nent place in the line. 

Chattanooga Ex-Contfederates Meet. 

Cuattanooca, August 7.—A meeting ot ex- 
confederates in this city tonight adopted the 
following: 

Whereas, in the death of General Grant, the 
government has lost her general and one of her 
greatest commanders, and his family a kind aud 
loving busband and father. Therefore be it re- 
sclved that we, ex-confederate soldiers, hereby ex 
tend to his family our regreta,and sympathy in 
this their sorrow and loss. 

A Legal Holiday in OMifornia,

WHITNEY TO ROACH. 


THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY 
WILL BUILD THE CRUISERS, 


Army and Navy Officers Detailed to Attend the 
Funeral of Generdi Grant—New Postmasters 
Appocinted—The Chief toffice Inspec: 
tor Seca. ehassintitans Notes. 


Wasninxeton, August 7.—Secretary Whitney 
yesterday sent the following letter to John 
Roach and his assignees and sureties on the 
contract for the “‘Chicago:” 


“By the 7th clause of your contract with the 
United States, dated July 26th, 1883, for the con- 
stroction of one steel cruiser of about 4.500 tons 
displacement, it was agreed that the hull. ma- 
chipery and fitting of such vessel should be com- 
pleted and ready for inspection for 
the purpose of delivery on or be- 
fore the expiration of eighteen months 
from the date of the contract. It was farther pro. 
vided in the eleventh clause, that in. case of the 
failure or omission of the contractor at any stage 
of the work prior to the final completion, from 
eny cause other than the order of the secretary of 
the navy, to go forward with the work and inaké 
satis/ectory progress towards its completion, it 
should be optional with the secretary to declare 
the contract forfeited. 

More than six months have now 
— d since the expiration of the limit thus fixed, 
and work —— ihe vessel has been stopped, while 
much remains to be done before she can be finally 
completed. At the same time it is evident that 
— interests require the vessel in question, 

nown as the *‘Chicago,’’ to be completed with alk 
practicable speed, and it bas therefore become 
necessary for the department to take immediate 
aud definite action looking to that end. Under 
the circumstances and in consequence of the fail- 
ure of the contractors to proceed with the work, | 
have to inform you that the contract 
abeve referreo to is hereby declared 
to be forfeited on the part of the contractors 
+ud that tLe neht of the United States under the 
contract, and e& peciajly underthe llth, 12th and 
13th clauses thereof, are now epefative. You are 
lurtber informed thatitise the intention of the 
department, after apn inventory and appraisment 
shall have been haa, to take steps for the prosecu- 
tion of the work and thecom pletion of said vessel, 
ip accordance with thecondition expressed in the 
comtact, and tbatin the meantime the chief of 
Lurezus of steam engineering and constractions 
and repairs of this department will take charge of 
the vessel, machinery, materials and fittings. 

Similar letters also were sent in regard to 
the Atlanta and’ Boston, and an order was 
issued to the chiefs of certain bureaus to take 
charge of the work. In issuing the order, 
Secretery Whitney says: 

The order issued today with reference to the 
‘-Boston’’ and “‘Atianta’’ and “‘Chicago”’ is made 
in pursuance wita my duties under the eleventh 
clause oftheeontract. Under that section there 
is to fol'ow an _ inventory showing to 
what point of completion the vesse|s 
have come and what material is on hand in 
the contractor's hand which bas been provided 
for the ships and bow for the work has been pro- 
gressed, to be followed by the valuation of these 
things. There is then provision that the 
cepartment shall decide whether to complete the 
ship. Af the niatter now stands there 
is no question of my duty to go on 
and dothis. It works an incidental benefit, of 
course, to the contractor and to his employes. 
The government steps intothe yard, takes posses- 
ston of the sbips plants, ete., pays for its comple- 
tion and then bés an accounting with the con- 
tractor, and if there is any profit the contractor 
bas it, an@if there is any loss he paysit, Undar 
these circumstances it is entirely fit for the heads 
of bureaus baving the supervision of the work to 
use the contractwr’s force and his plant for the 
purpose. 

The secretary’s letter to Chief Engineer 
Loring and Chief Constructor Wilson direct- 
ing them to take charge of the work on the 
three veesels, is as follows: 

“Contracts for the constrnetion of the steel 
cruisers ‘Chicago,’ ‘Boston’ and Atlanta’ having 


a@cen, by aleiter of this date addressed to the 


contractors, declared forfeited on the part of the 
contractors, you will at Once take charge of the 
vestels end machinery, tegetier with the mate- 
rinis ard Dttiuxs, or co w>wuch thereot 45 fhuve veeu 
coustructed, for the purposes of constraction 
You are further instructed to proceed without 
celay to take and fileatull and complete state- 
mentand inventory of allthe work done or com- 
menced, upon or about the hnlls, machinery and 
fittipe of said vesseis and of all materials on hand 
applicable thereto. Such charge will continue 
until further oréers, and you will make such 
errargements in your respective bureaus as may 
be necessary in carrying these instructions into 
éfiect ”’ 

Copies of the above letters were also sent 
to the advisory borrd. 

ENDICOTT SURPRISES ARMY OFFICERS. 

Eecretary Endicott has prepared a surprise 
for the army officers by saneniinn certain army 
regulations so es to make them read as fol- 
lows: 

An oflicer shall not fill any staff appointment or 
other situation duties which will detach him from 
his company, regiment orcorps until he hag served 
at Jeast three years with his regiment Or c rps,nor 
shall apy oflieer remain cetached long>r than four 
years, unless assigned to special duty by the war 
denartinent. 

The secretery promulgated this change with 
the following order: 

All the cflicers below the grade of field officer 
who have been absent for a period of four years or 
longer from their regiments or corps will be re- 
lieved from their present duties as soon as practi- 
cable after a receipt of this order, and directed to 
report for Guty with their respective regiments or 
corps. In the selection of an ald de camp to fill 
the vacancies created by the operation of the last 
preceding paragrapb, major and brigadier gen- 
erals will confine their selection to officergof the 
regiment of the line of the army not prohibited in 
the regulation and preferably to subalterns. 

This action on the part of Secretary Endicott 
is in, pursuance of his policy to provide for 
the rotation of the officers. Since he assumed 
the. duties of his office he bas frequently re- 
ceived letters from Officers on the frontier, 
raying that as the new administration had 
taken control of the government they hoped 
consideration would be given to them, and 
that they would be a:lowed to change pasition 
with officers who had held enviable places tor 
a number of years. As originally prepared, 
the above order was more sweeping. It pro- 
vided that no officer should remain detached 
from hie regiment longer than four years 
This was modified to the extent that it should 
effect no one detailed to special duty by the 
wer department. Ali aides appointed simply 
by a-major or brigadier general, will be com- 
nelled to jotn their regiments. The two aides 
who were appointed by generals and not assign- 
efi to duty by the department, have been away 

m their regiment seventeen years. Other 
officers have not been absent for so long a pe- 
1iod, but they bave been holding desirable 
positions for more than four years, and will 
be compelled to go to the frontier. — 

Repeated efforts have been made in congress 
to cecure legislation that would have the same 
eflect as the above regulation, but each 
attempt has failed. The secretary of war ac- 
complishes the change ;by amending the regu- 
lation which heelaims he has authority to do. 

INSPECTOR SHARPE RESIGNS. 

Colonel A. G. Sharpe, chief postoffice in- 
epector, has resigned his position to take effect 
tomorrow, and his resignation has been ac- 
cepted bythe postmaster general. Colonel 
Sherpe was one of the first of the old officials 
in the department to tender his resignation to 
Viles, when the jatter became postmaster 
general, but he was requested to withdraw it 
and remain at his post, at least for the season, 
to assist in the work of reorganizing the 
inspection branch of theservice. He assented, 
but with the understanding that he should go 
out about th‘s time. Postmaster General Vilas 
says that Colonel Sharpe’s services have been 
of the greatest value to his administration in 
its work of remodelling the inspec- 
tion service, and that his 2z 
could not hayé _—i been greater 
under administration with which he was in 
political accord. His resignation was entirely 
voluntary. He will resume proctice of law at 
Chattanooga, and will probably become the 
republican candidate for mayor of the city, 
an office which he filled seventeen years ago. 

James Maynard, the present chief clerk of 
the division of ims rs, will temporarily 
take Colonel Sharpe's plisce. lt is probable 
that no permanent appointment to the place 
will be made before autumn. 

HE GOT THE WRONG OFFICE. 

J. H. Walker, of Connecticut, fired his ap- 

plication for appointment as postoffice inspec 


tor, and forwarded strong indorsements from 
prominent men in his state. He came to Wash- 
ington a few days since to see about the matter, 
and was surprised and annoyed to learn that 
his papers were not on file. Some onesugges.- 
ted that they might have been mixed with the 
applications for postmasterships. Walker 
went to the office of the first assistant post- 
master ral and acontinued search result- 
ing in fimding not only his papers, but aiso 
that be b appointed postmaster at 
Westbrook, Conn., a fourth class office, and 
one for Which he was not an applicant. 
REMOVALS FOR OFFENSIVE PARTISANSHIP.

A MANDAMUS AGAINST DURHAM NOT GRANTED. 

In the matter of the petition of the state of 
Mississippi fora mandsmus against Judge 
Durham, the first controller of the United 
States treasury, tocompel him to take the 
necessary steps towerds issuinga warrant for 
$530,850 payable to the petitioner, unless the 
government is entitled to set off that amount 
egainst $415,084, claimed to be due under the 
direct tax act of 1861, Merrick, of the district 
of Columbia supreme court, today filed his 
Opinion, refusing to grant the writ on the 
ground ‘hat he has no jurisdiction. 
THE CORMPITION OF THE INTERNAL 

SERVICE. 

Josep 8. Miller, commissioner of internal 
revenue, has made a preliminary report on 
the general condition of the internal revenue 
service. It says the total collections for the 
lest fiecs] year, amounting to $112,420,111, 
have been properly eccotinted for, and the 
money covered into the treasury 
of the United States. The cost of 
collecting internal revenue for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1885, was about $4,480,-

1884. The reduction in the following items, 
viz.: Salaries and expenses of collectors, 
$65,006; @alaries and expenses of agents and 
subordigate officers, $420,000; stamps and 
paper, $35,000; detecting fraud, $20,000; oiffice 
pay-roll, $10,000; total $600,000. The reduc- 
tion in @Xpenses of collectors grows out of con- 
solidation of districts from 126 to 85, which 
went into effect the previous year. Appended 
to the report is a statement of receipts from 
several objects of internal taxation 
in the United States during the fiscal 
years ended June 30, 1884 and 1885, 

After moving forward some fifty miles into 
the interior of the state, our division encamp- 
ed along the thickly wooded banks of a small 
river, on the opposite side of which were sta- 
tioned the confederate outposts.

866. The otber states vary from. $30,000 to 
$3,600,000. Vermont shows the smallest re- 
ceipls, only $29,889 having been collected in 
that state. The next lowest on thelist is Mis- 
sissippi, where only $47,951 was collected. The 
other southern states appear as follows: Vir- 
ginia, $3,052,639; Tennessee, $1,057,189; South 
Carolina, $94,518; North Carolina, $1,686,828 ; 
Georgia, $316,441; Florida, $218 837; Alabama, 
$73,315. The commissioner estimates that the 
tota) receipts from all sources of internal rev- 
enue for the current fiscal year will be about 
$115,000,000,

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A TRIPLE EXECUTION. 


THREE MEN SWING FROMA NORTH 
CAROLINA SCAFFOLD. 


Five Thousand People Witness the Execution—The 
Crimes for Which Jose Howa-d, White, and 
Tom Gee an4 Tom MecWelli, Colorsa 
Were Hung Yesterday — Respited, Etc. 


FayeTTevitix, N. C., August 7.—[Special.] 
Joe Howard, white, and Tom Gee and Tom 
McNeill, colored, were hanged today on the 
same gallows in the presence of over 5,000 
people from the adjoining counties, who had 
come to see these men atone for their crimes, 
by which they had become notorious through- 
out the state. | 

The gallows stood in .a valley a short dis- 
tance out of town, and from the surrounding 
hills every movement of the doomed men was 
clear to every eye of the thousands who had 
gathered. 

A two-horse wagon brought the three men 
from the jail to the scaffold. The sheriff 
sat with them and a number followed 
in a carriage, while the hundreds 
of visitors composed the death procession. 
Reaching the scaffold religious services were 


begun, and the sheriff asked them if they had ; 


anything to say. 

Howard said that if he killed Blackman he 
did it accidentally in the fight at the latter’s 
barn, and did n»t remember it. 

Tom Gee said he did not kill the woman nor 
did he know who did. McNeill had nothing 
to fay. 

The drop fell at 1:30 o’clock. The necks of 
tie three men were broken and they were 
pronounced dead in eight minutes. They did 
not seem to suiler. 

Howard said he fully realized his ¢ondition 
and fate. Heseemed perfectly sane. There was 
no excitement, and after hanging about twenty 
minutes the bodies were cut down and given 
to the.families .. relatives of the dead men. 

THE STORY OF THEIR CRIMES. 

Fayetteville, the county seat of Cumberland 


county, has a population ot about six thousand, 
about one-third of the population of the whole 
county. The citizens and people of the county 
generally, are quiet, industrious and law-abid- 
iDg, consequently when these cold-blooded 
merders were perpetrated last tall—one in the 
suburbs of the city, and ‘the other 
two about three miles from it—the 
town and country people were both alarmed 
and aroused, end the utmost efforts were put 
lorth towards arresting the murderers. — 
TOM M’NEAL MURDERS HIS BROTHER. 

On the night of August l4th, 1884, ata 
negro festival held in the western part of the 
county, Tom McNeill and his half brother, 
Simon, while under_the influence of hard 
cider, bad a difficulty. Friends parted them, 
but some minutes after Tom renewed 
the difficulty and shot Simon dead, Simon’s 
only act of provocation being to 
push Tom away. Tom was at once arrested. 
He wastried January 21, 18°5, and condemned 
to be hanged March 6th, but his counsel ap 
pesling to the supreme court, the execution 
was stayed until ito decision was rendered. 
No error being found, McNeill was resen- 
tenced June 5th to be hanged July 25th. 

In this case the murderer and victim were 
colored. 

THE DEED OF TOM GFR. 

On the night of September 291b, 1884, Mary 
Hughes, a white woman of very low habits, 
who lived in a hut in the suburbs of the city, 
was murdered about nine o’clock at night. 
Her murder was not discovered until the next 
cay. The women was killed while eating her 
supper, her back being tothe door of house 
the murderer was enabled to creep up 
and dash her brains out with some heavy, 
blunt instrument. This murder, within the 
ci'y limits, greatly excited everyone, and 
every effort to discover the perpetrator was 
put forth. Within afew hours it was found 
outthat an old negro named Tom Gee, noted 
for his association with depraved white wo- 
men, and who had lived in adultery with 
Mary Hughes, he having a living wife at the 
time, had been heard shortly be- 
fore to threaten the life of this 
woman. It was also discovered that many of 
the aflects of the dead woman, some of which 
were seen in her possession the night before, 
hed been taken away. Tom Gee was at once 
errested. The stolen articles were found in 
his possession, among them the ax with which 
she had cut wood to cook supper. With this 
ax the coroner’s jury found the blow 
have been inflicted by the 
hands of Tom. He was also sean lurking 
about her house that night. His own home was 
some miles dittant. The deceased had refused 
to live with him fot some time, and been liv- 
ing with another, and he, a white man, made 
Tom jealous and caused Tom to threaten her 
lite. He wastried December 3, 1884, and 
found guilty. He was sentenced to be hanged 
January 12, 1885, but his execution was stayed 
by appeal tothe supreme court. No error 
being found, he was resentenced June 5, and 
the time of the execution was fixed for July 
25th. 

JOE HOWARD’S CRIME. 

On the night of October 29th, 1884 the wife 
of C. L. Blackman, a very respectable white 
man, living in the eastern part of the county, 
surprised by the very long stay of her’hus- 
band at bis barn, where ne had gone to some 
hours before wiih a neighbor,Joseph Howard, 
also white, went to look for him and found 
him dead atthe barn door, with his throat 
cut end Howard gone. Howard was arrested 
early next morning, and geve most 
conflicting accounts of himeelf § after 
the time he was seen by Mrs: Blackman and 
others drinking with deceased at the barn. 
He said he left Blackman with a negro, but 
did not know the negro’s name, and at a place 
on the fence where he said hecrossed to go* 
bome the print of a bloody hand was found. 
Blood was found in his knife pocaet, and the 
knife he had been seen to have the day betore 
was missing. His clothes in front were wet, 
asifthey had been recently washed. Bad 
blood aboutsome land trade was shown to 
bave existed between him and deceased on 
his part, and the trade had been brought to a 
finish that day, but notin a way satisfactory 
to Howard. These and other circumstances 
pointed so conclusively to the prisoner as the 
murderer that on his trial, No- 
vember 28, 1884, a verdict of guilty 
was rendered and be condemned to 
be hanged January 12th, 1884. His counsel 
sppealing to the supreme court, his execution 
was also stayed. The decision of the higher 
court being no error, Howard was also senten- 
ced June Sth to be hanged July 25th. 

Howard wasa small, sickly-looking man, 
averse to work, fond only of hunting, fishing, 
fiddling and drinking; had a wife and five 
children, but did nothing to aid his wife sup- 
port the tamily. His victim was also e man 
of family, but was a good citizen, hard-work- 
ing and comfortably well off. 

RESPITED AND RESENTENCED. 

Asthetime intervening before the execu- 
tion of the law slipped rapidly away the law- 
yers for the unfortupete men used every effort 
towards getting a commutation of their sen- 
tence, but the governor refused to interfere; 
consequently, when the news reached town 
only a few days before the day of the execu- 
tien that the governor had ey oy gee 
who was generally regarded ® most col 
b)- oded of the three murderers, a considerable 
emeunt of excitement was , especiall no 
ig the neighborhood where the widow 
fatheriess cbildren of resided. So 


much feeling was aroused when the cause of 
reprieve, the alleged insanity of Howard, 
which — was generally discredited by those 
who knew him, that it was thought 
| vest to hold a public meeting and request the 

pene to respite all three prisoners, until 

is ecnity or insanity could be clearly estab. 
lished. This the governor did and on Thurs- 
day morning, July 3ist, an immente crowd 
collected in the county court room in Fayette- 
ville to hear the testimony of experts and non- 
experts for and egainst the plea urged by 
Howad’s counse!—+hat he was then an iosane 
man on whom it would be a violation of the 
law to execute sentence. This trial coming on 
in term of regular court, a jury was easily 
gotten. The state was represented by same 
counsel as at first trial, and the same was the 
case with the prisoner. 

Every effort was made to adjudge the priso- 
ner insane, and the testimony of experts and’ 
physicians ot the highest ability was intro- 
duced to substantiate it. Several days were 
consumed in the trial, which was hotly con~ 
tended on both sides. The judge charged the 
jury that if they thought Howard’s mind was 
strong and clear enough for him to under- 
stand that he wasto be hanged as a punish- 
ment for his crime, they should find him sane, 
but if otherwise, insane, and that if they had 
a reasonable doubt on this point he was enti- 
tled to the benefit of it. 

The jury found that the prisoner was a sane 
man,and the judge sentenced him with the 
other two who bed been respited with him, to 
be banged on August 7th. 

his is the story of the crimes for 
which the three men were swung from a sin- 
gie gellows yesterday. 

Quiet bas egain been restored and the little 
village bas relapsed into the quietude which 
characterized it before this eventful day with 
its horrible details. 

A MURDERER CONFESSES ON THE SCAFFOLD, 

New Orveans, August 7.—Richard Johnson, 
colored, aged 23, was hanged today at Vidalia, 
for the murder of John Simmons, colored, 
November 16th, 1884, in Concordia parish. 
He dropped at 12:20 o’clock, and life was pro- 
nonneed extinct in 15 minutes. On the scaf- 
fold the prisoner confessed his guilt, and said 
he was ready to go. This is the first legal 
execution in this parish since 1866, 


A FAMILY FEUD, 


An Alabama Farmer Hills His Father and 
Wounds His Brother, 

LaFayette, Ala., August 7.—[Special. |—Yester« 
cay, about five in the evening, there was a shock- 
ing tragedy enacted in this county, eight miles 
north of this place, in which a young man killed 
his father instantly, and fatally wounded his 
brother. William Hancock,a farmer, aged fifty- 
seven, was interested, with his son, William Han- 
cock, Jr., and a Mr. Sherman, io running a 
threshing machine, andin the division of tolls 
the father and son disagreed.

The old man raise? his gun to fire, br’, 
William being quicker fired first, strixing, but 
rot disabling his father, who fired without effect, 
William then fired his other barrel, killing nis 
father instantly. His brother Jobn quickly 
picked up his father’s gun and 
discharged the other barrel at his brother, one 
shot taking effect below his eye, but did not dis- 
able him. William procured his pistol and fired 
several shots at Johbu, who ran, one shot taking 
efiectin his side. when he was overtaken and 
brought back to tbe house by William, where he 
lies in a critical condition. Bailiff Belcher arrest- 
ed William and kept him under guard in the 
presence of his dead father during the night. Tae 
murderer is a man Of family, and does not seem to 
regret the terrible deed he has committed.

The meeting at the court house, last night, 
in the interest of the Georgia Midland road 
was a thoroughly representative one.

THE COTTON CATERPILLAR, 

We have received from Mr. C. M, Bethune, 
of Talbot county, a number of specimens of 
the cotton worm, which has made itsappear- 
ance in various parts of the state. The spe. 
cimens sent by Mr. Bethune were very lively 
when they arrived—in fact, we may go so 
far as to say that they were lively and rank. 
They were crawling about in their pasteboard 

prison seeking for something to devour. 

It is said that in some sections of the 
south, the ravages of the cotton worm will 
materially injure crops. It is not stated, 
but we presume the specimens sent us are of 
the second crop of worms, and they are cer- 
tainly healtby and vigorous enough to war- 
rant any fears that the farmers may feel. 

It the worms ere dealt with promptly on 
their first appearance, the planters find lit- 
tle difficulty in controlling them, but when 
the second crop is allowed to mature, it is 
dificult to prevent the destruction of the 
crop. While the ravages of the worm will 
not s¢riously affect the cotton crop of the 
conntry, yet it seems certain that many in- 
dividual crops will be destroyed, and such a 
joss at this time is bound to be severely felt. 

A little extra energy on the part of the 
pisnter is al) that is necessary to prevent the 
destruction of his cotton by the worms. 
The first crop of the worms is easily dis- 
posed of and if planters will watch for their 

‘appearance and destroy them, they will have 
Httle or no trouble. Energy is necessary in 
the first place, and, after the second crop has 
appeared, something more than energy is 
necestary—naiely co-operation. 

There have been several inventions made 
for the purpose of destroying the cotton 
caterpillar, but none of them meet the ex- 
pectations of those for whom they are in- 
tended, and the farmers are compelled for 
‘most part to rely on their own resources. 


THE STATE MILITIA. 


The militia bill now pending in the legis- | 


Jature, or some similar measure, deserves 

. the favorable consideration of our law- 
makers. A well-regulat:d militia isa neces- 
ity in every state. 


Onur constiintion declaresa militia to be — 


essential to the peace and security of the 


She, and authorizes the legislature to pro- 


vide for organizing, arming and equipping 
it. How little has been done in carrying out 
the recommendation of our fundamental 
law weall know. Our negligence in this 
regard is indefensible, and we cannot be a 


day too early in placing the military branch 
of our state government upon a solid and 
respectable footing. 

The leading arguments in favor of the 
measure will suggest themselves, and need 
not be stated here. Itis to be hoped that 
there will be no further delay in organizing, 
arming and equipping our citizen soldiery. 
We can make the militia the pride of our 
state, A grand encampment should be held 
every summer at some suitable locality in 
north Georgia, and every effort should be 
made to stimulate a friendly rivalry among 
the commands to excel in soldierly qualities 
and accomplishments. The influence of 
such a body of men will always be felt on 
the side of law and order and good citizen- 
ship. There is little danger of too much 
money being spentin thisdirection. Weare 
much more likely to err on the other side. 

Now is a good time to carry the militia 
article of our constitution into effect. The 
bill herein referred to has a strong. support, 
and considerable popular interest is manifes- 
ied in it. If it passes there will be little ob- 
ection to it on the part of the public. 

THE PRESIDENT AND THE CATTLE RING. 

President Cleveland’s determined attitude 
in the Indian territory cattle ring complica- 
tion bas wrung unwilling applause from 
even the enemies of the administration. 

The president did the right thing when be 
requested the general of the army to makea 
personal investigation of the situati in 
the Indian territory. General Sheridan took 
in the true state of aflairsand formulated the 
only just course to be pursued in the premi- 
ses. lJ ortunately the president has had th 
firmness to stand by the conclusions of 
General Sheridan, and the cattle ring land 
grabbers row understand that they ‘must 
go." 

When congress convenes this business 
should be investigated. Tne country would 
like to know exactly by what means a little 
ring of capitalists secured leases to nearly 
1,000,000 acres of Indian lands. The Indi- 
ans bad no right to lease these lands, and yet 
it appears that they leased them through the 
persuasion of the Indian agents, the very 
men whose duty it was to protect these un- 
tutored sons of the forest against the greed of 
the white man, For the present it is enough 
to know that the lessees have received orders 
to get outin forty days, with their cattle. 
camp equippage, demijohns, etc., but this 
should not be the last of it. We must get

Alabama and the Carolinas are liable to tor- 
nado visitations they are not as much so as 
Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska, Minnesota, 
lowa, Illinois, and Indiana. The record of 
last year was exceptiona! and proves nothing. 
Taking the tornadoes for five years back, the 
four souihern states named had only &.5 
per cent of the whole number, whiie the 
seven western siates mentioned had 25.7 per 
cent. A review of 600 tornadoes in the 
past eighty: seven years shows that the 
northwest is the chief sufferer, and the 
eastern cotton states cones next, followed by 
Texas, 

The genera! interest felt on this subject 
will be understood when it is stated thatJast 
year the tornadoes destroyed over 1,000 
lives, injured 2500 persons, and inilicted 
$13,000,000 damage to pro perty.

THE famous English colony at Rugby, Tenn., is 
a success in some things, and a failurein others, 
It was started five years ago by the Hon, Thomas 
Hughes, well known asa member of parliament, 
and also as an author, Mr. Hughes and his 
friends purchased 40,000 acres of land at Rugby, 
with a view to locating a model English colony, 
where the idle and dissolute younger sons of the 
British aristocracy could reform and 
grow into industrious American citizens, 
This part of the plan has been a 
failure. History has repeated itself. The same 
experiment was tried under ether conditions when 
Captain John Smith went to Virginia. When 
Smith counted the noses of his awkward squad 
he found forty gentlemen and ten laborers. The 
first thing he did was to kick the gentlemen out of 
the colony. Then he wrote back to London for 
forty laboring men to supply their places. When 
this was done the colony waxed great 
and struggled stormily up inte 
a puissant nation. The Rugby 
colony is undergoing asomewhat similar experi- 
ence. The Ponsonby de Tompkynses who came 
over with the first immigrants have been relegated 
tothe rear. The working men have held their 
own. Mixed with the Britons are some wide- 
awake men from the north and west who are doing 
well. The Rugby colonists have nothing to do 
with the natives of the vicinity, aud 
the natives are loud in their dis- 
approval of “the bull-headed Eng: 
lishmén."" The) town has not grown much. 
Indeed, its present population is not over 450. The 
principal reason for this slow growth is the high 
price et which land isheld. The greater part of 
the work of clearing and cultivating the soil is 
dore by the Englishmen. The rector of the parish, 
with. his stalwart sons, hes a hundred 
acre farm in an excellent state 
of _—i tillage.

NOT SO FREQUENT AS OF YORB, 


The Practice of Stealing Hair Less Com- 
mon Among Thieves, 
From the Chicago News. 

‘The hair thief is a very rare bird of prey in this 
vicinity now,” remarked an old time officer, after 
reading the account of an attempt made by a 
man in Lincoln park to clip the long braids from a 
young girl's head. “I can remember though,’ he 
continued, ‘‘when there was quite a mania among 
thieves for this class of work. It was, I think, 
about the time that false hair was all the rage— 
when it was worn to 4 greater ex- 
tent than it is now, and when the supply was not 
up to the demand, In those days women were 80 
anxious to have a large show of hair that they 
even wore flax and such coarse substitates. Real 
bair was scarce, the demand was so great, and 
thieves reaped a harvest. It was to agreatex- 
tent kept quiet, as the victims generally preferred 
keeping the loss of their loeks a secret rather than 
letting it be known that they were wearing false 
hair, 

“T remember a case that was very prominent at 
the time, but the thief wasp never captured. A 
thief gained entranceintoa wealthy south sides 
man's residence and ransacked the house of its 
valuables. A young daughter—she was about 16, 

retty and accomplished—was very rroud oi her 

air, It was arich auburn, very pretty and very 
rare. She wessleeping inaroomin the second 
story The thiel, not content with his 
other stealings, chloroformed the young girl, and 


while she was in that condition snipped her hair 


off close to her head. He got no less than ten 
ounces. The girl wasa fright the next morning, 
the wretch not leaving more than an inch of hair 
on any part of her bead. The man offered a re- 
ward of $500 tor the thief, but he must Rave sxkip- 
ped the town. : 

‘Most of the hair stealing, though, was done by 
men who made a business of gettipe acquainted 
with young girlson the street and enticiag them 
intoa saloon, where they were drugged and 
robbed of their bair, There were many cases of 
this kind, but, asI remarked, the victims pre- 
ferred keeping their mouths shut to reporting tae 
matier to the police, 

‘Many isthestory I could tell you from the 
slums of drunken husbands who have compelled 
their wives to cut off their hair and sell* it to buy 
them liquor. Menofthat stripe are far worse 
than the common thieves, vet the wives would 
bear it rather than cause trouble, I tell yon waat, 
there are many women iu this city who 
could, even within last six months, 
tell tales of this sort of treatment U 
they only wished to. I remem Der 
a family for years lived on Canal street, whose 
troubles in this line were pitiful. The father was 
asailor, who worked bard enough in summer but 
in the winter*spent all histime in saloons, and 
scarcely everwent bome without being druuk. 
One day his wife died, and they did not have a 
cent with which to defray the expenses of the 
funeral, Two of the girls, in their deep grief, cut 
off their hair and sold it. Someofthe neighbors 
also contributed, and a coffin was secured. 
The father went home on the day 
of the funeral in a beastly state of in- 
toxication. An hour before the mother and 
wife was to be buried he awoke from his drunken 
stupor. He asked the eldest girl to get him some 
whisky. Shepleaded with him. There was nota 
cent in the house, and she could not do it. The 
wretch gave her a terrible beating,and then, before 
her eyes, approached the coffin and deliberately 
raised the head of the corpse and cut of her long, 
dark hair. He then rushed from the house. He 
did not go back to the funeral, but was taken wiih 
delirium tremens and died at the hospital. 

“Another jrick used to be to watch for drowned 
women, and, before they were taken in charge by 
the authorities, to shear their locks from their 
heads. In those days real hair was worth from $2 
to $ an ounce, according te the length and qual- 
ity, 80 you see eight or ten ounces made a neat 
sum of money for the thief. Now it is diflerent. 
Women save the ‘combings’—that is, the hair 
which comes out while using the comb and brush 
—and this is made into switches and wigs, so that 
the market is always well supplied. The case at 
Lincoln park is the first I have heard of for 
years,’

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CHAINED TOATREE. 


The Wild Man of the Blue Ridge and His 
Cruel Imprisonment, 
S;erryville, Va.; cor. of New York World. 

For years there baye been stories told of a wild 
man living in the fastnesses of the Blue Ridge 
mountains, the son of one ofthe small mountain 
farmers, who is jealously guarded and protected 
by him; but the descriptions given of the monster 
have been s0 vague that I determined to test their 
truth for myself. A rough ride of several miles 
directly up the mountain from the village of 
Sperryville, brought our party toa little farm, 
which had been cleared ou the mountain 
side.

For some moments the quiet country roadside 
seemed a veritabte pandemonium. Only those 
who may have yisited whatare known in a mad- 
house as the “hollow squares,’’ where the more 
violent patients are confined, can form any idea 
of the horrible impression made upon the mind 
by the demopiac yells and howls which filied the 
eir. The old farmer, informimg us that 
it was his son that we heard, led 
the way to the house. ‘‘There he is,’ said 
he, pointing with his long bony finger toa large 
oak tree, a little Ways removed from the house. 
I looked and saw a wild, brutish looking creature, 
whom it would be mockery to call a man, under 
the tree, to which he was fastened by a collarand 
chain. He was the veritable impersonation, at 
last, of Caliban, a strange, uncouth monster, nei- 
ther man por brute, but with the characteristics 
of both painfully blended. He was entirely nak- 
ed, though his body was covered 
with n short growth ol shaggy 
black hair. Around his neck was a heavy iron 
collar of home-made manufacture, and to this 
was attached a heavy chain, fastened in the tree 
trunk by astaple. From theconstant attrition of 
his neck the collar bad been worn perfectly 
smooth and bright. He kept up a steady walk— 
the monotonous, unreasoning trot ot a caged ani- 
mal. in his hand he carried his chain to keep the 
weight of it off his neck, precisely as a 
monkey may be seen to do.

Strangely enough, both his father and 
mother are, if anything, above the ordinary in- 
telligence. His health is good, and to all appear- 
anaes he may live chained to the big tree for years

Work on the Eutewvilie, 8S. C., railroad is 
progressing in sugh a rapid and energetic manner 
that it is likely the road will have been coustruct- 
ed somewhat earlier than the most sanguine ex- 
pectations of the directors had anticipated.
